FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Government  of  Ontario,  Department  of 
Education,  through  its  Educational  and  Cultural 
Exchange  Programme,  is  providing  ten  bursary- 
scholarships  to  French  - speaking  Canadians 
who  are  enrolled  in  post-secondary  school 
institutions  as  full-time  students.  Awards  will 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  financial  need  and 
scholastic  record.  Each  award  has  a value 
of  $200.00.  Complete  details  and  application 
forms  will  be  forwarded  on  request. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 

Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  a $50.00 
deposit.  The  balance  of  the  fee  is  due  on  or 
before  June  20,  1969. 

If,  by  May  31,  1969,  an  insufficient  number  of 
registrations  have  been  received  and  accepted, 
the  University  of  Toronto  reserves  the  right  to 
cancel  these  programmes  and  return  all  fees. 

Refund  of  deposits  for  other  reasons  will  not 
be  possible  after  May  31  and  refund  of  full 
tuition  fees  will  not  be  possible  after  June  20, 
1969.  Where  a student  withdraws  his  applica- 
tion prior  to  May  31,  an  administration  fee  of 
$10.00  will  be  charged. 

If  payment  of  the  fee  has  been  approved  by 
an  organization  or  institution,  a copy  of  the 
official  letter  of  approval  may  be  submitted  in 
place  of  the  deposit.

These  programmes  are  intended  for 
persons  whose  native  language  is  other 
than  English.  Basic  functional  facility 
in  English  is  a prerequisite.  The  pro- 
grammes are  not  intended  for  beginners. 
With  the  application  form,  applicants 
are  required  to  submit  documentation 
of  their  facility  in  English.  In  addition, 
some  pre-testing  may  be  required.  This 
will  be  done  in  the  applicants'  home 
communities  where  it  is  necessary.

Six  weeks,  with  five  hours  of  formal 
classroom  work  per  day,  five  days  per 
week;  plus  a programme  of  social  and 
cultural  activities. 

OBJECTIVES 

The  emphasis  of  these  programmes  will 
be  on  the  development  of  increased  oral 
and  auditory  facility  in  English.  Con- 
siderable attention  will  be  directed  to 


the  improvement  of  reading  and  writing 
skills,  however.  The  overall  goal  will  be 
to  effect  greater  sophistication  in  the 
students'  understanding  and  use  of  the 
English  language. 

COURSE  METHOD  AND  SCOPE 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  maximize 
the  learning  opportunity  afforded  by 
these  prgrammes.  The  student  to  staff 
ratio  will  be  low;  the  most  modern 
language,  reading,  and  writing  labora- 
tory facilities  will  be  employed;  linguist- 
instructors  will  approach  the  learning 
of  English  as  a second  language  with 
scientifically  based  methods  designed 
to  develop  an  English  language  reflex. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  develop- 
ment of  conversational  fluency,  with 
special  attention  being  given  to  pronun- 
ciation, English  structure,  oral  patterns 
of  English  and  special  vocabularies. 
There  will  be  appropriate  levels  of 
language  instruction  within  each  pro- 
gramme to  provide  optimum  learning 
conditions.  Final  student  placement  in 
the  various  levels  will  be  determined 
on  the  basis  of  extensive  testing  on 
June  20. 

Classes  in  literature,  dramatic  art, 
history,  and  politics  will  complement 
the  language  training  sessions.  In  addi- 
tion, an  extensive  programme  of  social 
and  cultural  activities  will  round  out 
the  immersion  environment.
